POLICE DISPERSE 
HOSTILE STRIKERS 


Who Attempt Demonstration Against 
C.P.R. Strike Breakers at Angus 


Shops in Montreal—Bell Hardy 
Says English Mechanics Were 
Brought In Under Falea Pre- 
tences. 


Montreal, Sept. 9.—Another hostile 
demonstration by strikers against the 
returning workmen from. the Angus 
shops was attempted this afternoon, 
but was again prevented by the ener- 
getic action of the police. It had been 
rumored that the C. P, R. strikers 
were planning a demonstration, and 
the laborers’ special leaving the works 
was supplied with plenty of police. 
As soon as ‘it cleared from the shops 
a crowd of about a hundred strikers 
gathered around the train, The crew 
“at once stopped the engine and fifty 
Police with drawn clubs got off. The 
pe hy at once broke for the nearest 
streets and were chased a quarter of 
a mile by the police, who had no 
chance to strike a blow, so anxious 
Were, the strikers: to get away, 

Secured By :Misrepresentation. 

Mr. Bell ‘Hardy, chairman of the 
strikers’ committee this evening, is- 
buled a statement to the effect that the 
majority of the mechanics recently 
brought from’ Great Britain by the 
C. P. R. had been brought out under 
false pretences, not having been in- 
formed that a strike was on, He fur- 
ther stated that nine or ten had left 
the shops and were being cared jor 
by the strikers while eighteen black- 
smiths were still at the shops, but 
had refused to work as strikebreakers. 
He produced affidavits signed by five 
of the strikebreakers “to this effect. 
Mr, Hardy stated the unions were 
taking steps to lay the matter before 
the labor bureau and were also secur- 
ing legal udvice as to what steps 
should be taken to enforce the law. 
When shown these statements the of- 
ficlals of the C.P.R. refused to say 
anything, declaring that they were 
mere strikers’ stories Such us they 
have been circulating for a long time. 
As to the British mechanics, it was 
declared that the inajority were work- 
ing well and the fact of a few break- 
ing away signified nothing, sinse 
there were thousinds more in Eng- 
land eager for a chance to get steady 
employment. 

Strikers Stand Firm. 

Ottawa, Ont,, Sept. 9.—It is  un- 
likely that any of the English me- 
chanics who were imported by the 
C, P. R. and who arrived in Mont- 
real yesterday will be sent to work 
here, Local officials say that they 
have all the mechanics they want, 
The strikers are taking matters quiet- 
ly and the day patrol of spacial de- 
tectives throughout the company’s 
yards his been called off. Not’one of 
the men who went out at the begin- 
Ning of the trouble has applied for 
his old position.

Virginia and Eveleth, Mina., Threat:

Duluth, Minn., Bept. 10—Vitginia 
and Eveleth are now threatenéd by 
forest fires and the citizens of hoth 
places spent yesterday fighting to save 
their homes and property, if not their 
lives. The wind, which, during the 
earlier hours of the day, sent the 
flames roaring towards Nashwauk and 
Buhl, turned about noon and at 6 
o’c!@’k last night the fires were with. 
ing nalf a mile of Eveleth and threat- 
ened to consume the city. Yesterday's 
features cf the great battle of a num- 
ber of the Messaba range towns 
against the encroachments of the for- 
est fires, was the fight of the people of 
the new town of Marble, on the Al- 
born branch of the Duluth, Messaba 
and Northern railway, put up. 

It is a village of 600 inhabitants and 
the town is surrounded with timber 
and underbrush and when the wall 
of flames burst through the woods 
irom the southeast the town waa 
right in the track of the devouring 
element. Had the village been taken 
unawares the place would now be a 
heap of ashes, but the destruction of 
Chisholm has put every range tow: 
on its guard and fire fighting appar- 
atus is kept constantly on hand. The 
people of Marble had considered them- 
selves outside of the fire scene on the 
range, but new fires are springing up 
here and there all the time and yes- 
terday it was Marble’s turn to fight 
jor existence. Of the population of 
Marble there are about 400 men and 
200 women and children. 

When it was seen that the fire was 
sure to sweep the town away unless 
checked in some manner, an ala'm 
Was sent out to the headquarters of 
the Duluth, Messaba and Northern 
roud. Several engines and a string 
of box cars were sent to the village 
at once, The engines were for the 
purpose of helping to fight the fire 
und the cars were to bring the peop'e 
away if they had to flee. The man 
of the community all turned out to 
fight. The schools were dismiased and 
the danger was passed before six 
o'clock,

TO FORM TRADE COALITION. 


Against England—New Patents Law 
Causes Universal indignation, 


London, September 9.—A despatch 
to the Daily Mail from Berlin says 
the great manufacturing nations of 
the world have taken preliminary 
steps in a crusade against the new 
British patent law. The project 
originated with the trade and patent 
congress, which was in session at 
Stockholm from August 26 to Angust 
30. All the delegates to the congress 
including those irom the United 
Stites, expressed the opinion that 
radical measures were necessary to 
bring Great Britain to terms. It waa 
decided that this could be attained 
by the various nations passing more 
restrictive patent laws and by 
negotiating patent treaties between 
nations which will waive the domestic 
patent laws so far as the treaty 
power is concerned. 

Arrangements for a coalition against 
Great Britain will proceed without 
delay. It is expected that the dis 
cussion in congress of the proposed 
new American Patent Act will give 
an impetus to the movement, and it 
is hoped that the matter will, by 
spring, have progressed to a point 
where Great Britain will be effectually 
isolated. It is believed that British 
manufacturers will be compelled to 
press the government to repeal the 
act or make treaties with other coun- 
tries. 

Germany intends to repeal her pre- 
sent patent law, which is not en 
forced’ rigidly. She will then be ‘n 
a position to combine with other na 
tions against Great Britain. 


N.B. LEGISLATOR DISAPPEARS. 


Walter B. Dickson, One of Supporters 
of Mr. Hazen, is Missing. 


St. John, N/B., September 9.—Walter 
B. Dickson, one of the members of the 
Legislature for Albert County, aas 
left the country and is now believed to 
be in the United States. 

Mr. Dickson was elected at the re- 
cent local election and is a supporter 
of Premier Hazen. He waa a pro- 
minent resident of Albert 
lumbering and 
shipping, and acted as resident repre- 
sentative at Hillsboro, of W, Mal- 
eolm MacKay, one of St. John’s lead- 
ing exportets. 

Recently Mr. MacKay was surprised 
to find that he had no cargo for a 
steamer he sent to Hillsboro to load. 
Investigations since made are said to 
have. revealed that for a considerable 
veriod Mr. Dickson had been acting 
umproperly and that Mr. MacKay had 
‘ost a large sum of money through his 
manipulation of forged lumber orders 
and other illegal financial transac- 
tions. 

To-day, before Judge McLeod, an 
absconding debtor’s order was applied 
for on Mr. MacKay’s behalf and grant- 


ed. 

The full extent of Mr. Dickson’s 
transactions have not been disclbsed 
and the parties interested are very 
reticent, but the affair has created 
something of a political as well as 4 
business sensation. Dickson is said 
to have left St. John on Monday last. 


AN INDIAN STABBED. 


Quarrel! Between Two Aborigines at 
Cornwall, 


Cornwall, Sept. 9.—It is not often 
that Indians get on the war path in 
Cornwall as they did today, when 
Louis Peters, a Cornwall Island 
brave, Was stubbed in the right side, 
below the heart, by Mitchel Oak, from 
Racket Point, on the American part 
of the St. Regis reservation. — 

A large party of the aborigines got 
off the boat on their way home from 
the Prescott hop fields, Firewater 
seemed to be plentiful. Oak and 
Peters had been wrangling and scrap 
ping on the boat, and the trouble was 
resumed on dry !and.

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IS-ON EVERY TONGUE 


Herbert Vanderhoof Writing in Chicago 
Evening Post Outlines Progress tn 
Construction of National Transcen- 
tinental—Canada Has Greatest Rail- 
way Mileage Per Capita. 


That Canada and particularly the 
Western, portion is being brought mo 
prominently before the people of th 
United States as a result of the recent 
visit of the pavty of Chicago editors to 
the west, is evidenced by a lengthy ar- 
ticle which appeared on Thursday, Sept. 
Srd, in the Chicago Evening Post written 
by Herbert Vanderhoof, edtior of the 
magasine, Canada-West. The article, af- 
ter dealing with the rapid growth of Wes- 
tern Canadé wnd the almost boundless 
opportunities for advancement offered its 
settlers, refers to the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific through Western 
Canada as follows: 

“Owing to the physical character of 
the country. The western division of the 
National Transcontinental is subdivided 
tnto the prairie section and the moun- 
tain section, the former extending from 
Winnipeg via Edmonton to Wolf Creek, 
Alberta, a distance of about 916 miles, 
and the latter as its name indicates, be- 
ing the section over the mountains from 
Wolf Creek to Prince Rupert, B.C., 
about 660 miles, : 

This division is constructed at the ex- 
pense of the company, the government 
aiding by guaranteeing first mortgage 
bonds of the company, principal and in- 
terest, for fifty years to the extent of 
$13,000 a mile on the prairie section and 
for three-quarters of whatever the cost 
may be per mile of the mountain sec- 
tion. The Grand Trunk Company of Can- 
ada guhrantees an issue Of bonds of the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie Company, principal 
and interest, to provide the remainder *f 
the cost of construction, 

To indicate how rapidly proceeds the 
construction of the 1,756 miles of rails 
from Winni to the Pacific, on Mon- 
day, July 20,"the company had completed 
the laying of rails from Winnipeg to 
Battle River, a distance of 675 miles, 
where the work necessarily ceased until 
the completion of the bridge which is 
being erected over the Battle River. On 
July 31 a train load of people travelled 
this entire distance, 

“Work is under way on the steel con- 
struction of the bridge, and the plan 1s 
to have it ready for the rails by the lat- 
ter part of October. It is 160 miles from 
Battle River to Edmonton but the grad- 
ng has all been completed. As soon as 
the bridges are done there will be a race 
to Edmonton with the track laying ma- 
chines. Steel will be into Edmouton be- 
fore work is concluded this fall. ’ 

“A foree of about 3,500 men is at pres- 
ent employed+ by contractors on the 
grade west of Edmonton, a large portion 
of these being between the city and the 
Pembina River, H. J. Fetler, superin- 
tendent of construction, stated that the 
grade as far west as Pembina would Se 
completed and ready for steel before the 
cold weathes, 

“Already Canada has set a pace ‘n 
railroad building that has’ left the Unit- 
ed States behind. She now has more 
railroad. mileage per capita than; any 
other country on the globe. In spite of 
the activity in the United States, only 
5,874 miles of new road was added to the 
total of 222,282 during the last year, or 
an increase of 2.56 per cent. In Canada 
the total mileage of 21,358 was increased 
by 1,492 or 6.9 per cent. 

“The ratio to, populafion is still more 
striking. Mexico has a population twice 
as great as that of Canada, but only 356 
miles of railroad was laid in Mexico in 
1907, or one mile to every 38,218 persons. 
The United States added one mile to 
every 14,216 persons of her 83,000,000. 
Canada with only 6,442,581 inhabitants 
constructed a railroad mile for every

A Brooklyn Man Returned tu Fire to 


Save a Child. 


New York, Sept. 8—Though badly 
burned, John Tuck, a retired real estate 
Aealer, returned to 4 burning apartment 
in Brooklyn today for a missing child, 
and saved it, but at the expense f his 
own ‘life. He had already rescued the 
mother, using his coat to protect her as 
ho carried her down stairs. She cried 
for her child when the street was reach- 
ed. Disregarding his own injuries, Tuck 
hurried back and safely brought the in- 
funt out of the house, On his secand 
trip he was unable to, prevent his own 
clothing from taking fire. When he lai 
the child ih its mother’s arms he col-

AN AERONAUTIC CORPORATION. 


Zeppelin. Will Form Company to 
Administer Funds Donated. 


Friedrichshafen, Sept. 9. — Count 
Zeppelin today announced his inten- 
tion to establish a company under 
the Corporation Act to facilitate the 
administration of the funds contri- 
buted by the German people to aid 
him in the building of an airship. 
He appeared before the municipal 
council of Friedrichshafen, and urged 
this body to offer such advantages a; 
would result in retaining the plant 
for airship construction here. The 
fund contributed by the people is not 
to exceed $750,000. 


PORTUGUESE TROUNCE JAPS... 


A Bloody Feud Among the Canners in 


Alaska. 
San Francisco, Sept. 8--The ship Co- 


lumbia from Nushagah, Bristol Bay, Al- 
aska, brings advices of a bloody feud be- 


tween Portuguese and Japanese salmon 
canneries, which has resulted in the 
death of several Japanese. It is said 


that the Japanese first attacked the Por- 
tuguese, and in the pitched battle which 
followdd, fared badly. When the Colum- 
bia left Nushagak, Colonel Bates was on 
his way to make arrests. 


New Airship Record. 

Washington, Sept. 9—Orville Wright’s 
new areoplane shattered all world’s re- 
cords for heavier than air machines this 
morning when it sailed over the parade 
ground at Fort Meyer in fifty-seven min- 
utes and thirty-one seconds. It was an 
unofficial test as the members of the sig- 
nal cotps was net presént. The record 
will likely stand for sdme time or at 
loast until Wright himself complies with 
goverument’s endurance test and stays 
in the air continuously for an hour.

Toronté, Sept. 9.—The local ontion cam- 
paign of 1908-09 is already shaping itself.

them all out of the way.” At one time 
he went so far in his aversion to foreign 
diplomats as to refuse to see them per- 
sonally, ordering theny to transact their 
biisiness, if they had any, with his fo.

A WOMAN MOUNTAIN CLIMBER. 
Scaled a Mountain Which Was Five 
Miles High. 


Lima, Peru, Sept. 9—Miss Annie 
Speck, of Providence, R.I., the moun- 
tain clim>er, has succeeded in her 
second attempt within a month to 
reach the summit of Mount Ruaeear- 
an, She calculated that the height of 
the summit is 26000 feet, A Swiss 
companion of Miss Peck had a foot 
and both hands frozen, which caused 
gangrene to set in, and an Indian 
guide was miraculously saved from 
death after falling.down a thousand 
foot ravine. This last attempt of Miss 
Peck to scale the peak was begun on 
August 26th. Two weeks previvusly 
she climbed theemountain to a height 
of 25,000 feet, but was compelled to 
return to the low lands on account 
of the illness of one of her guides.

ordered by the miniMter, and if he is 
a vagrant or tramp, or there is no 
such municipality, then at the cost of 
the department of the interior, 

The establishmeat) of provincia 
bureaus of immigration compata- 
tively wu new thing, and the seope ot 
their authority is very narrow. — It 
would seem that some oi the officiais 
connected with them deel that a uoisy 
activity on vbeir part is required in 
order to impress the publie with the 
Necessity tor their existence. Receiut- 
ly they have assumed the duties of 
ihe clerks and secretaries of munici- 
Palities by supplying to the minister 
of the interior iniormation in regard 
to immigrants who, under the section 
of the act above quoted, are subject to 
feportation, Strictly speaking vhey 
ave not authorized to do this, but 
wherever possible their wishes have 
oon met by the immigration depart- 
ment at Otlawa 

There was u time when the need of 
adding to our population was se keen- 
ly ielt that the question of deportation 
Was never raised. But all that has 
changed, And in the tide of immigra- 
tion that has mow set in toward our 
shores the undesirable clement. has 
necessarily increased.

Rev. W. M. Rochester Says Certain 
Pleas For Liberty Have 
Overwrought—There Hhve Been 
Unnecessary Violations—Believe: ' 
Present Case Before Railway Com. | 
missioners Will Clear Up Miscon 
ceptions of Act. | 


Winnipeg, Sept. 9.—Rev. W. 3 
Rochester, who has just returned from | 
an extended tour in Alberta, said in! 
an interview that his attention upon! 
arrival in the city had been drawn tv 
the question of the railways and the 
Lord’s Day Act. * He did not wish 
to discuss the merits of the ease now 
before the Railway Commissioners 
Some information, however, was due 
the public upon the general question 
which was not given in press: diseus 
sion, 

No class of business had e# larger 
or more efficient representation before 
the committee in charge of the Lord’s 
Day bill in parliament than the rail 
ways. Execative officers, experts 
and legal counsel were there in full 
force. It might, therefore, be as- 
sumed that having such an opportun- 
ity to influence legislation, the rail- 
way companies would be able in som 
measure to conserve their own in- 
terests. In the light of the evidence 
then adduced by all parties the bill 
was reported to parliament. = This 
fact, of careful consideration of the 
whole situation, ought to win for the 
Lord’s Day Act a greater measure of 
confidence than many seem disposed 
io give it, and to relieve it of not 
iow sweeping <ceriticisins, especially 
learing upon the railway, situation, 

Railway Traffic. 

The clauses touching upon rdilway 
traffic, and which indicate the liberty 
b piec the companies, are given un- 

vy section 12 as exceptions, as fol 
lows: 

“(h) The continuance to the desti 
nation of trains and vessels in transic 
when the Lord’s Day begins, and work 
intidental thereto.

;With respect to freight traffic on the 


Lord’s Day for the purpose of pre- 
venting undue delay, this permission, 
however, must be granted in accord- 
ance with the object of the act. It ts 
not designed to override the act, or to 
accord the railways complete supre- 
meey, in the matter of freight traffic 
on the Lord's Day. 
The Fullest Consideration. 

In the eniorcemeng of the law the 
Alliance realizes that considerable 
ditticulty may be realized in the in- 
terpretation. of the Act with respect to 
specific cases of traffic. It has, 
however, expressed the view that full- 
est consideration should be accorded 
the companies in these doubtful cases, 
and has again and again expressed the 


conviction that the transcontinental 
lines* more particularly should be 
given this consideration, On the 


other hand, however, it sees no reason 
why obviously unnecessary and illegal 
traffic and business be @iven indul- 
gence. For example: From this city 
in the month of June an excursion 
train was Sent out to the city of Sask- 
Atoon on the Lord’s. Day. In the 
northern part of Manitoba a gang of 
over a hundred men, one Sunday, was 
engaged in the laying of steel in rail- 
way work, and stopped their labors 
only upon the protest of a local 
minister. Information has come to 
the Alliance that work trains in 
various sections’ have been engaged 
in general repair work on Sunday. 
Mr. Rochester said he had himself 
seen men engaged with hose and 
brushes cleaning the outside of a 
private car, and again the work of 
kalsomining and painting a station at 
which four men were engaged on the 
Lord’s Day.

FUR FROM THE NORTH 
HAS BEEN SENT EAST 


The Catch This Year While Net As 
Large as in Former Years Nrverthe- 
less Represents immense Vaiue. Hud- 
son's Bay Company's Furs go to Lon- 
don, Revillon Bros’. to New York. 


Edmonton has again sustained her re- 
as the leading fur depot in 


Northwestern Canada, and despite the 
fact that the past season has been one of 
the poorest fir years for some time haa- 
dreds of bales of fur have been received 
in the city from the north this summer 
aggregating hundreds of thousands ot 
dellars in valne and have heen shipped 
east to points in Eastern Canada, ‘he 
Visited States and Europe. The lower 
price of fars at present added to th» 
scarcity of the catch has made this one 
of the poorest years for fur traders that 
has been experienced. 

One result of the fur searcity that wilt 
he felt in Bdmonton is that a smaller 
quanitity of goods will be taken nortn 
to the trading posis next year. The 
usual supply was taken in last year but 

s there was not so much fur to bay 
all the posts are now pretty well stock- 
ed, As a result of this the quantity of 
goods to be taken north next vear w'll 
not be more than half that shipped in in 
former years, 

Look for More Poor Years. 

The largest fur shipments from the 
rorth this year were by the Hudson's 
Bay Company. This company has about 
posts and outposts in the Athabasca 
District and nearly as many in the Me- 
Kenzie Riyer District. The furs have 
heen coming down all summer, the last 
shipment from the far north arriving at 
Athabasca Landing last week. These furs 
have all been packed and shipped direct 
to the head offices o fthe Hudson's Bay 
Company in London, England, Hudson's 
Bay officials, of course, refuse to give an 
estimate of the fur supply this year, 
stating that all such information must 
come from the head office. They state, 
however, that the far catch was consid- 
erably less than in previous years. They 
look for a shortage in the fur catch dur- 
ing the next two or three years, 

The firm of Revillon Broa have fur 
trading posts only in the Athabasca and 
Peace River districts, They have not ex- 
tended their posts into the McKenzie 
River district and show no disposition to 
do so, Their furs have all arrived in the 
city and have been shipped to’ New York 
city, Part of these fars will be made up 
there and the remainder will be sent to 
the headquarters of the company at 
Paris. ey, too, refuse to divulge the 
value of this year's fur catch but state 
that it is considerably less than in for- 
mer vears, 

About $60,000 is the estimated value of 
the fur cateh handled by the firm of 
Hislop & Nagle during the past year, 
which is about one-half the size of form- 
er yoars, Ed. Nagle has recently return- 
ed from the far north where he went 
with a party of men to collect the furs 
at the various posts of hie company. The 
party went as tar north as Fort MePher- 
son on the Peels River, nearly 2,000 mile« 
leaving Edmonton on April 28th and ar- 
riving back on August 26th. This was Mr. 
Nagle’s first trip to this point the party 
being usually met at Fort Good Hope by 
* party with the fur from the posts 
farther north, He saw the Esquimaux 
of the Arctic for the first time and was 
surprised at the size and excellent physi- 
cal build of these people, 

Indians Market in Dewson. ‘ 

Mr. Nagle stated that the Indiags ‘n 
the vicinity of Fort McPherson were this 
year going, west acrosa the Rockies and 
would take their furs to Dawson City in 
the Wykon Territory, They were doing 
this because they could get good prices 
for the meat of the animals they killed 
at Dawson, Large numbers have died n 
the Yukon and the survivors Ike to 
show respect for their dead friends by 
frequent visits to their graves, 

Mr. Nagle was of the opinion that this 
would be a serious blow to fur trading 
at Fort McPherson, He stated that his 
company were closing their post at that 
point this year and would trade in that 
district from their posts at Arctic Red 
River which is not far away. His com- 
pany have twelve posts in the north, all 
of which are along the MeKenzie River 

The party “hod a very enjoyable trip 
north this year. They went across Great 
Slave Lake in their steamer the “Cari 
Hon”? and down the McKenzie in the 
steamer “Eva,” 

Next voar the quantity of goods taken 
horth will be considerably Tess than in 
the past as all of the trading posts have 
a fairly good supply on hand, The fur 
collected this year, which totalled some 
106 packs has ail been shipped to Samp- 
son & Co., in London, England. 

I, 8. Strause, representative of the 
Swiggert Fur Trading Co., who is stay- 
ing at the Alberta Hotel, stated that tha 
quantity of fur brought down from the 
north by his company this year was 
about the same as in former years. ile, 
too, was very reticient as to the value 
of the fur. He stated that he had not 
yet decided whether to sell the fur oy 
auction here or ship it direct, ;

Times change, and mankind with 
them, and tne need now is for the 
laugiier-edged satire of a Shaw to 
make men perceive in what they have 
changed. Harold Nelson declares 
that five or seven years ago Edmonton 
loved shakespeare. Now Shakespeare 
pails: Shakespeare has passed even 
temporarily out of life  interests— 
#'gone where the spinning wheels are 
gone, and the packnorses, and the 
slow waggons, asd the pedlars who 
brought bargains to the door on sun-

In London and New York from time
